NINE P E R S O N S ARE INJURED 


Wrecked Cars Soon Caught Fire and 


the 
Baggageman

Death W h il e Pleading for Aid— Both 


Engineers and Both Firemen Killed. 


Ottawa, Ont., Nov. IS.— Dr. A. A. 
Charpentier of St. Paul 
was a 
pas­ 
senger on

Soo train 
which was in a wreck near here, w hen 
seven lives w ere lost and nine w ere 
injured. 
T h e St. Paul man escaped 
Injury. 
Both en gin eers and both fire­ 
men were killed and four of th e sev en 
dead w ere alm ost crem ated, th ree of 
them tieing charred quite black. 
Br. C harpentier was on his w ay to 
N ew York. 
W h en interview ed here 
he sa id : 
* I ti** a ce ty len e tanks tinder th e cars 
w ere belching out gas so that the cars 
w ere In an in ten se blaze from end to 
end. It was a harrow ing sight. Pinned 
under a h eavy safe w as Irvine, the Ot 
taw a b aggagem an, imploring to be re­ 
leased. 
But it w as im possible to save 
him, 
so 
quickly 
did 
the 
fite 
ru st 
through 
the cars. 
He w as 
burned 
alive. 
“ Both en g in ee rs 
w e r e sittin g life­ 
less tit their po*ts, each with bis hand 
on the throttle of bis engine. T h e ti re­ 
man of the ex p ress told me that there 
were two tram ps on the train but he 
could not verify his statem ent, which 
if correct, would raise the death list 
to nine. 
‘ Hr. B enn ett, w ho w as in ch arge of 
voting Prondergnst, who w as killed 
had a narrow escape. 
He w as just 
entering the baggage ear to v i«it his 
patient w hen th e collision occurred. 
The doctor had a hand on each side 
of the doorw ay and held h im self back, 
but so h eavy w a s the impact that ids 
hat was thrown into the car, w hile 
trunks, 
b o x es 
and 
packages

hurled with fearful force toward tile 
forward end of the car. 
“Tin- first colonist car w as burned 
up and the fire had just caught the 
second car w hen the p assen gers un­ 
coupled it and started it and the re­ 
m aining cars bark along the track.

COMING TO AN END. 


Ten Years of Estrangem ent Betwesn 
Germany and Great Britain. 


Berlin, Nov. 18.— T he ten years of 
estrangem ent b etw e en Germany and 
Great Britain ap pear to be com ing to 
an end, and the conviction is held In 
governmental offices in Berlin that th# 
present journey of the German e m ­ 
peror to England, taking Into account 
the events w hich led up to it. is likely 
to have an en d uring value. The cour­ 
tesies which are now being extended 
to Emperor W illiam in England w ere 
preceded, it is repotted here, by the 
decision on the part of King Edward 
to discontinue his personal jkiHcv of 
endeavoring to isolate Germany.

English king c a m e to this conclusion 
in May. 
After th e international con 
ference at A lgeelras had com pleted its 
labors this policy of German isolation 
was looked upon by Sir Henry Camp­ 
bell-Bannerman, the British premier,

as 
unprofitable

Great Britain and incom patible w ith 
her aim of p ea ce throughout the world. 
Furthermore, th ere was a feelin g of 
uneasiness am o n g the m em bers of the 
British cabinet tis to whether or not 
King Edward’s Informal political su g ­ 
gestions to the 
British am bassadors 
granted au diences by his m ajesty w ere 
strictly in accord ance with co n stitu ­ 
tional practice.

W hite granite 
from 
Vermont Is the 
material of which tile station building 
proper Is constructed. 
It is (532 feet 
long and about 211 feet wide. 
The 
general height of the building varies 
from 65 feet in tile w ings to 120 feet 
in tile main w aiting room. 
le a d in g 
into the general w aiting room Is the 
entrance under three a reties fifty feet 
in height. 
Plenty of light is supplied 
iii this main w aiting room through a 
circular w indow at each end seventy- 
five feet In diam eter and five sem icir­ 
cular w in dow s at each end thirty feet 
In diameter. 
Tile w aiting room is per 
haps the most elaborate iii the country 
and m easures 220 by 130 feet. 
To the east of this general w aiting 
room is tin* main dining room, with 
mural decorations and marble colum ns. 
To the east of the dining and lunch 
rooms are the state reception suit and 
the president’s room, which takes up 
most of the east wing of the building 
and is approached by a private car­ 
riageway. 
T h is w ing is for the use of 
tin* president, am bassadors and other 
high otlleials upon their arrival urn! 
departure from the capital. 
T h e main 
reception room of this suit contains a 
total area of 2.13d square feet, and tile 
approach is so arranged that th*' presl 
dent may pass out to the train w ithout 
m eeting other perrons in the station. 
For til*' uso of tin* general public is a 
carriage d rivew ay at the extrem e w est 
of the station, and from this tile en 
trance is directly into the ticket corri­ 
dor. which is over ii hundred feet long 
and 
fifty 
feet wide. 
It is equipped 
with seven ticket booths and baggage 
checking counters. 
Adjacent are the 
sm oking and package rooms. 
Perhaps the most attractive feature 
of the new station is the passenger 
concourse, extend ing the entire length 
of the building on the north side. It is 
longer than tile capitol building and is 
by fur tin* largest ever built. It is said 
to be the largest single room under 
roof in the world. 
Some idea of its 
size may lie gained from these figures: 
It 
contains 
1)7.500 
square 
feet 
as 
against 75.200 feet in the Grand Cen 
, tral 
station. 
New 
York, 
and 
58,528 
■ feet in the concourse of tile P ennsylva 
ilia terminal under construction in the 
sam e city. 
Leading from tills great concourse 
are the entrances to the thirty-three 
passenger tracks. T hese tracks are ap­ 
proxim ately 1.200 feet in length, and it 
is estim ated that on great occasions, 
such as inaugurations, tw o trains can 
tie accom m odated on each track, thus 
accom m odating sixty-six trains in the 
station at the sa m e time. 
It will be 
several m onths before the furnishings 
in the state suit are com pleted, so that 
the president will not be able to use 
tills w ing of the building before the 
new year.

In effect he is a traveling auto 
mobile repair shop and as such oceu 
pies about the sam e relation to the 
average autom obile as the repair ships 
of the navy do to tile ships of the line
